This fund is managed by the Community Foundation of Ottawa who pools the money from RAC donors and 

adds it to other organisations funds to achieve better economies of scale and obtain better returns. 

If Amateur Radio has been a positive influence in your life and career maybe you could consider a larger dona- 

tion or possibly set up an endowment to be awarded to a young Amateur who is at the post secondary level. If 

you would consider this please contact me or the RAC Office for more details.
